Jno. T. Moore and the Sas- 
katchewan Land Co. 
Judgement. 


The long drawn out suit of the 
Saskatchewan Land Company 
vs. Leadley estate appears now 
to be settled, and as would appear 
from the judgement of the Mas- 
ter in Ordinary as reported in 


Vol. XII, No. 17, of the Ontario] P 


Weekly Reporter, which reads as 
follows: 

Hodgens, Master in Ordinary, 
June 24, 1908, Master’s office, 
Saskatchewan Land and Home- 
stead Co. vs. Leadley. 
Mortgage. Mortgagee’s account. 
Expense. Improvements in sell- 
ing. Value of lands. Election 
expenses. Subscriptions to chari- 
ties and public purposes. Wages 
of servants and rent of office. 
Charges for use of horses and 
vehicles. Remuneration for per- 
sonal trouble. Permanent im- 
provements. Allowances. Costs. 

The Master. The defendants 
bring in a mortgage account 
against the plaintiffs, in which, 
for the first’ time in the annals of 
mortgage litigation, they seek to 
charge against the mortgaged 
lands in the pleadings mentioned, 
the political election expenses of 
the defendant Moore, as a can- 
didate tor a western local legis- 
lature, his political and campaign 
expenses, and contributions to 
‘‘good roads and bridges’’ in hia 
constituency, his subscription to 
a political party organization, to 
a banquet given to the members 
of a western local legislature, his 
contributions to the legal and 
parliamentary expenses and costs 
of obtaining a Dominion railway 
vharter for the Alberta Railway 
Company, in which he and others 
are freeholders, but in which 
charter neither the plaintiff’s 
company nor the mortgagees, the 
Leadleys are parties or share- 
holders; subscriptions to Angli- 
can, Presbyterian, Baptist and 
other churches, to hospitals, to 
baseball, football, hockey, curl- 
ing, tennis, cricket, young mens’ 
and other sports and clubs, to 
banquets and concerts, to an 
“Old Minister,’’ and sundry “‘do- 
nations’’ to unnamed objects, all 
of which are classed under the 
head of ‘‘donations’’ to public 
purposes, etc., to assist public 


institutions and associations, with 
a,view to advance ‘the welfare 
and prosperity of the Red Deer 
district, and. also to enhance the 
value of the lands. These must 
be disallowed, as neither the 
mortgaged.deed nor any known 
law has’ constituted these mort- 
gages, nor their agent Moore, to 
assume the office of almoner and 
charity dispener, to distribute 
among charities, or any of the 
political interests named, any of 
the proceeds cf the sale of lands 
of the plaintiffs, mortgages for 
such outside objects, 

The charges for loss on ‘‘Farm 
operating” and ‘‘Quarry oper- 
ating,’’ being losses for operating 
certain properties of the Moores, 
the costs of levelling a hill about 
a mile or a half a mile from the 
mortgaged property, but adjoin- 
ing property of Mr. Moore, the 
allowance of $5,000 to Mr. Moore 
for services, assistance, and ex- 
penses (for the purpose of this 
accountir.g only) during the 6 
years (1902-1907) can not be 
allowed. 

The charges for clerk’s ser- 
vices and rent of office must be 
apportioned according to the 
facts set out in the following 
question and answer: Q, ‘‘Do I 
understand that several kinds of 
business were conducted in this 
office, the land business, your 
wife’s and your own land busi- 
ness, and your son’s land busi- 
ness, and the business .of the 
Electric company?” A, ‘‘From 
1904 that was carried on in the 
same office.”’ 

The charge for ‘‘the use of 
horses, harness, vehicles and 
rent of stable, barn and sheds” 
roust be made out in the same 
detail form as a livery stable 
keeper’s account, as the horses 
and vehicles were the property of 
the Moore’s, but the account 
must not include the charges re- 
ferred to in the following ques- 
tion and answer. Q, ‘‘In those 
charges which you have made 
for your election expenses, did 
you charge for teams going to 
public meetings?” A, ‘‘Yes,there 
were not much charges in that 
way. As to teams, they were all 
included in my expenditures and 
the outlay it cost me. In having 
Q& canvass made very thoroughly 
over a very big district, atl these 
disbursements I have entered in 
this account.” | ; 

As to Moore’s claim for ser- 
vices, I find in Percy Leadley’s 
evidence that the only agree- 
ments fixing compensation for 
the services of Moore are those 
set outin the agreement of 3rd 
November, 1900, 13th February, 
1902, and 22nd June, 1905, which 
Leadley said were the only agree- 
ments with Moore, and that he 
never agreed to give him any 
remuneration, or to pay him any- 
thing, other than appears by 
these three agreements. The rule 
as to such charges is thus stated 
in Fisher on mortgages, 4th Ed., 
P 871. A mortgagee in possession 
whether in this ora foreign coun- 
try, manages the mortgaged 
estate by an agent, he may 
charge for his agent’s salary, 
though not for his own trouble, 
and if, at the time, and irres- 
pective of his taking possession, 
he has already in his employ 
clerks or agents by whom the 
business of the estate is tran- 
sacted, he is equally entitled to 
reimbursement in respect of the 
attention and time bestowed by 
his servants upon this new busi- 
ness. 

Under this rule disallowing a 
mortgage remuneration for his 
ersonal trouble it would seem 
that the claim of Mr. I. Leadley 
and Mrs. M. I. Leudley through 
Moore for ‘‘care and supervisfon 
given to the matter of the North- 
west Lands & Co.” must be dis- 
allowed. 

Ail permanent improvements 
made on and within the bounds 
of the mortgaged lands by the 
mortgagees and which have en- 
hanced their value, will be allow- 
ed according to the Ilcng recog- 
nized rules of law affecting such 
permanent improvements, when 
properly vouched. 

The judgement of the Court of 
Appeal directs that their be allow- 
ed ‘‘in addition to their. said 
mortgage, the amounts advansed 
and paid by, the said respondents 
Mary Isabel Leadley and Percy 
Leadley under and upon (1) the 
postponement agreement and (2) 
for the release of the equity of 
redemption of the mortgaged 
lands and premises in the plead- 
ings mentioned and _ interest 
thereon, and ailowing the respon- 
dents, Mary Isabel Leadley and 
Percy Leadley, as a further 
charge against the said mort- 
gaged lands and premises, all 
proper allowances for (3) taxes 
and other expenditures, (4) pay- 
ments and expenses made or in- 
curred in and about the care and 
sales of the mortgaged lands and 
premises in the pleadings men- 
tioned, which have been disposed 
of or are undisposed of.’? Such 
allowances will be added to the 
mortgage debt when properly 
proved and vouched. 

The bill of costs for legal ex- 
penses respecting the mortgaged 
property must be produced and 
referred to the taxing officer for 
moderation.

RUINOUS GRIT 
EXPENDITURES. 


As a very important source of national strength and security, it is 
essential that we should cherish our public credit. Our method of 
preserving it is to use it as sparingly as possible, to avoid occasions 
of useless expense and the accumulation of debt. 

It is essential that we should make vigorous efforts in time of 
prosperity to discharge the debts which have accumulated during a 
lean period, so as not ungenerously to throw on posterity the bur- 
dens which we should bear. 

To pay debts there must be revenue, and to have revenue there 
must be taxes. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier says that during the past twelve years his 
government has had enormous surpluses, amounting in all to 
$113,000,000. He omits to say that this $118,000,00C has been spent 
by his government, and furthermore that the public debt has in- 
creased by $20,000,000. In 1896 the expenditure amounted to 
$42,000,000, and in 1908 it amounts to over $100,000,000. 

In 1896 Sir Wilfrid Laurier said: ‘‘1 promise you that if you put 
our party in power we will reduce the annual expenditure by 
$2,000,000 or.$3,000,000 per annum;”’ while Sir Richard Cartwright 
said that, “‘It is a disgrace and a shame to the government that they 
should ask for an expenditure of $38,300,000 for federal purposes; 
the thing is unjustifiable.’”’ 

_ In 1908 the Laurier government spent $68,000,000 more than the 
Conservative government aid in 1896. 

In 1896 the revenue, which consists almost entirely of customs 
and excise duties, and which are the taxes paid by the people, 
amounted to $27,759,285, while in 1908 they amounted to $73,000.000. 

To meet the enormous increase in expenditure under the Laurier 


government the taxes during the past twelve years have doubled| 


per head. In 1896 the tax per head was $5.46; in 1908 it is $11.70 

In 1896 Sir Wilfrid Laurier said: ‘‘We are the party of low tax- 
Let us not forget that every dollar taken by the government 
in the form of taxation each year, is taken from you; as every 
pound of nails, every axe, every yard of cloth you buy from your 
merchant is the medium through which you pay taxes to the Dom- 
inion government.”’ 

In the above record of expenditures the cost of the country’s 
share of the construction of the Grand Trunk Pacific has not been 
included, What has the country to show for the enormous expen- 
ditures? What will the outcome be if the present administration is 
retained in power, to preserve its present policy of ruinous expen- 
ditures ? 


These Politicians Did Well. 


The Town of Blairmore, in Alberta, is owned by Malcolm 
Mackenzie, a Liveral politican who ran for Parliament in 1904, and 
who is now a member of the Aloerta Legislature.

a wad on the side out of your 

property, you’d make the dog 

dig up and fire him, and he’d 

have plenty to thank your for 

that you didn’t put him in the 

pen where he belongs. Just so 

with these men, politicians, we 

pay to do our public business. 

It’s no use their saying we’ve 

done this or that for you. We 

paid them for their work and it’s 

a mighty poor hand who can’t 

show something done for hia 

wages. The question is, have you 

been honest in the place we put 

you in? Have youdone your duty 

by us cleanly? Or whilst shout- 

ing of what you are doing for us, 

have you been doing a nice little 

chunk for yourself?

Clark’s Bubble Pricked 
by Buster Brown. 


Editor of the News: — 


Please allow mea small space 
to make a few comparisons in 
reply to an article in the Advo- 
cate of Oct. 2nd, 1908, marked 
with a red cross, no doubt to 
make it conspicious, and signed 
“An Elector.’? The said article 
was undoubtedly framed by the 
same person who so eloquently 
alluded to the then candidate for 
the local house, Hon. John T. 
Moore, M.P.P., as a man heaa 
and shoulders above his fellow

F. Root 
ie a worthy citizen and a shrewd 
and careful farmer.’’ Iach and 
every man that has the acquaint- 
ance of Mr. Root was fully aware 
of that before Mr. Elector wrote 
his article. : 

“He further says, ‘‘He has not 
up to now impressed his neigh- 
bors or acquaintances with any 
special fitness or adaptability for 
public life.?? Mr. Elector appeals 
to the good sense and judgement 
of the electors, and proceeds to 
make a comparison between the 
two candidates, which the writer 
is very thankful for. 

He sees a Goliath in Dr. 
Clarke, but forgets that there is 
a David fighting for justice. 

He states that Dr. Clark is an 
educated man in the fuli strength 
of his manhood. I have no know- 
ledge that that has been disput- 
ed, He also states that Dr. Clark 
is a farmer and rejoices thereat. 

The Dr. boasts of his nine 
hundred odd acres cwned by 
himself and his sons. Now, 
please, Mr. Elector, on a stand- 
point of a farmer let us take a 
glance at that magnificent piece 
of land with seventy-five to one 
hundred acres under cultivation 
and the large amountof fifteen or 
sixteen. cows kept thereon and 
milked. Now please compare that 
with the four hundred acres that 
Geo. F, Root ownzand cultivates, 
with the fine horses, hogs and 
cattle to the number of about 200 
head, which he has accumulated 
through ability, fine business 
qualities, being absolutely a self 
made man. No part of his wealth 
was made by being crippled by 
the cars, ag Dr. Clark stated in 
his speech at Trenville school 
house on Oct. 3. Geo. F. Root 
never sustained an injury from 
the cars, but was crippled when 
avery small voy in the ankle, 
but not in the head. 

We think Dr. Clark’s ability to 
farm is a fair sample of his pro- 
fession as doctor and politician. 

Dr. Clark further stated at the 
Trenville school house, Oct. 3, 
that barb wire under Conserv- 
ative rule cost $9 a hundred, and 
now put on the free list with 
cream separators had reduced 
the price of wire about $4. 


Dr. Clark said he bought a 
separator about three years ago 
for some eighty odd dollars, and 
it was cheaper than he could buy 
itin the United States, because 
the agent told him so. 


I am pleased to admit that 
separators in the United States, 
as well as elsewhere, are about 
50 per cent. lower than they were 
twelve years ago, but barb wire 
in Canada is higher than it was 
twelve years ago, when we could 
buy it for $3.50 a hundred. 


Dr. Clark illustrates the beauty 
of Liberal low tariff by showing 
what gigantic trusts are built up 
under the U.S. tariff, and by 
quoting Mark Twain, Andrew 
Carnegie living in Skibo castle. 

Dr. Clark, please tell us, if we 
buy a million dollars worth of 
machinery in the U. 8. who are 
we benefitting? Is it not the 
gigantic manufacturers in that 
enriched country? Or would it 
not be better paid to home Indus- 
tries, bringing the producer and 
consumer together in our own 
land? 


Dr. Clark, at Trenville, took 
great pains to read from the 
Albertan the reported interview 
of Geo. F. Root, which was disput- 
ed. He answered that he would 
rather believe a reporter’s state- 
ment than his own, and to prove 
the said interview, he further 
stated, ‘‘[, Dr. Clark, personally 
know that Mr. Root is not mak- 
ing any campaign speeches,” 
which was malicious and false. 

Dr. Clark by his statement, 
must have great admiration for 
the Asiatic people that. the Lib- 
eral government has supplied. 
He said that if a Japanese: called 
fora drik of water, he always 
tipped his hat to the lady that 
waited on him, and the more 
known, the better they were liked, 
because his, Dr. Clark’s, son is 
working with them.

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The Embargo. 


To Tue Eviror or Trt News: 


Sir,—If you will permit me a little 
space, ] should like to refer to the 
question of “The Embargo.” Several 
letters and references have appeared 
in your paper of late in regard to it, 
and I would like to show that there is 
another side to the question, than 
that generally looked at on this side 
of the water, and that the authorities 
over there are worthy, at least, of 
evedit for good intentions, and have 
good ground for ae eat in acting 
as they do, in order to prevent, if pos- 
sible, the introduction of infectious 
diseases to the numerous and valuable 
flocks and herds of the Old Country. 

In the first place, to show that I 
know something of the’ subject on 
which I-write, [may state that I was 
brought up on one of those large mixed 
grazing and tillage farms of the north 
of England, where we fattened from 
three to four hundred cattle every 
year, besides having our 10 or 20 milk 
cows and three to four hundred acres 
of grain and roots. 

I well remember, over thirty years 
ago, When there were no restrictions, 
no compulsory slaughter, and no com- 
pensation, how the pleuro-pneumonia 
made frequent attacks on the herds of 
cattle inthe Old Country, and_ these 
attacks were generally traceable to 
imported stock from the continent of 
Europe and from Ireland. My father, 
together with many others, was a 
great loser from this cause. Our 
neighbor, Coates (a member of the 
Coutes tamily of herd book fame) 
Linton, who held the shorthorn cham- 
pionship for several years, with two 
white bulls—father and son—were 
almost ruined thereby. I could point 
now to many graves where shattered 
hopes lie buried. There seemed to be 
no cure for the disease, when once an 
animal was attacked, though we tried 
everything. It is the custom there to 
see the animals at least once a day, 
and it was with dread that 1 used to 
ride round the fields during these 
periods of epidemic, lest the symptoms 
shotild manifest themselves in some 
fresh victim. At this time, too, and 
for years after, we were constantly 
visited with epidemics of foot and 
mouth disease, which, though not so 
fatal as the other, played havoc with 
our flocks and nena Ina few days, 
it would) reduce fat catlle to mere 
skeletons, put milk cows dry and 
would kill off lambs, calves and young 
pigs. It was about this time that fell 
scourge, the cattle plague or reindeer 
pest, came over from Europe and 
swept over the land, carrying death 
and destruction wherever it went, 
causing a loss of millions of pounds to 
the farmers’ capital from which many 
never caravans: After this, a great 
avitation took place, and measures 
were adopted to enforce compulsory 
slaughter and give compensation, in 
part, for the loss, which, of course, 
came out of the public funds, thus | 
raising the taxes of the impoverishea | 
farmer who had them to pay. Various 
alterations and adjustments were 
made in successive years and the em- 
bargo was applied. Cattle from the 
United States were very liable to con- 
tract and develop the malady upon 
arrival in the United Kingdom. Cana- 
dian cattle were thought to be not so 
liable and the restrictions were relaxed | 
on condition that strict supervision of 
all exported cattle should be main-}; 
tained, but, an outbreak of pleura 
took place which was_ traced to the 
Western States, and the Canadian 
Government of the day was blamed 
for being too lax in allowing these 
cattle to be shipped through Ontario 
on Canadian railways to the sea-board 
and thence to the British market. So, 
in spite of protest, the authorities at 
home came down with a thump and 
included Canada in the Black List. 
They considered that the flocks and 
herds of the Old Country were too 
valuable to be left at the mercy of the 
exporter and importer and of such im- 
portance to the general community, 
us to render it necessary to use the 
most stringent measures iu order to 
protect the interests of the home 
supply, and save the farmers from loss 
and ruin. 

It is said that Canadian cattle are 
free from disease. | True this isa very 
healthy climate and iswemarkably i 
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from contagious diseases, but what 
about. the careases we find upon the 
prairie? They are not allstruck by light- 
ning. I have, myself, seen several 
cases of Pleura-pneumonia, and foot 
and mouth disease since coming out 
West, but fortunately they are not 
nearly so contagious in this dry, thin, 
pure electric atmosphere. But, were 
these cases to break out in the damp, 
dense, humid climate of the Old Coun- 
try, which is so favorable to the 
growth and developement and trans- 
mission of disease germs, they would 
be the cause of much loss by epidemics. 
1 can well understand how some of the 
younger graziers in the Old Country 
who do not realize the danger would 
favor the free importation of Canadian 
stockers as an alternate market from 
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Ireland and another source of supply. 


Thousands of acres in the Old nd, 
with the aid of cake and meals, are 
now devoted to fattening, which are 
not suitable for that purpose and 
would pay much better were they 
used for rearing and dairy purposes, 
But, it ismuch easier work and more 
fashionable to inake beef than rear 
calves and inake butter. J cannot see 
what advantage it would be to us if 
the embargo were removed. We do 
not need the inarket; we have more 
yvoom on our Western prairies than we 
have cattle for; we need all the young 
stock we can grow. Besides, this is 
not the cheapest way of sending cattle 
over the sea. We want to develop 
more and more, the chilled meat trade, 
and thus save the expense and loss of 
sending so much weight which makes 
nothing in the British market, and 
saves the cost of food and attendance. 
No, Sir, if you had been bitten as I 
have, and thousands more, you would 
not advocate the removal of the em- 
bargo, nor would you reccomend a 
man for M.P. who shows his lack of 
knowledge of these circumstances by 
advocating this method. 

As to the professions of the British 
Cabinet Ministers,—they want to do 
their best for the people and cheaper 
food, if possible, and were it safe, 
would no doubt remove the restric- 
tions and) perhaps, under misappre- 
hension, would like to do so now, 
There are, too, a few irresponsible 
men of the Radical type, who have no 
interest in farming and no knowledge 
of it, who, to get themselves a name, 
will avitate for the matter, but I do 
not think we need take any serious 
notice of such. In tne meantime leave 
the British farmer to mind his own 
business, and what is more to the 
point seek to reduce the duty on im- 
ported nachinery especially on win- 
nowing machines which would be to 
our advantage.

It was pointed out that 
many workers had done socially 
necessary labor in the production of 
wheat and other products of the farm, 
how the farmer added his quota and 
the products again passed many hands 
who added still moresocially necessary 
labor. That a thing is not fully pro- 
duced before it is in the hands of the 
consumer, A farmer sells his labor 

ower in’ the form of beef, wheat, 
Tiuittats eggs, etc., and if these things 
could be produced any cheaper by 
wage labor the earnings of the capital - 
ists would be in land and the farmers 
would become wage earners. It was 
shown how the workers surrendered 
all they produced to those who awned 
the jobs, the workers receiving in re- 
turn a thing called wages, which on 
the average was just sufficient to 
maintain the worker. 

That the advent of labor saving 
machinery had socialised production 
and made it possible for the workers 
to produce many times more than they 
could consume, consequently the mar- 
kets would become glutted and pro- 
duction would cease, the workers 
would starve in the midst of the 
wealth they themselves had created. 
That ownership of the means of wealth 
production carried with it ownership 
of the products, and in order to be- 
come owners of the products of labor 
and to get access to the machinery of 
production it was necessary to trans- 
form capitalist ownership of the means 
of wealth productions into the collec- 
tive property of the working class. 

The fact was pointed out that the 
Socialists did not concern themselves 
with the small individual holdings,and 
that occupations and beneficial use 
would constitute ownership. ’
